Albany police chief 
chosen from within 


@ Lt. Greg Bone beats 
seven finalists to be the 
city’s first appointed chief

ALBANY — Albany Police Lt. 
Greg Bone will be inaugurated 
in October as the city's first ap- 
pointed police chief. 

Bone has been with the de- 
partment for 25 years and was 
chosen by the City Council on 
Sunday over seven other final 
candidates, 

“The switch-over was done in 
a very professional, deliberate 
manner and I’m absolutely elated 
that the council chose to come 
back inside (the department),” 
Bone said. 

Albany was one of two cities 
in the state that elected their po- 


lice chiefs, before residents voted 
to change the city charter in 
2001. Bone will be the city’s first 
appointed chief. 

Bone, a Moraga resident, was 
raised in Berkeley, El Cerrito and 
Kensington. He joined the Albany 
Police Department in 1977, after 
developing an interest in crimi- 
nal law while attending law 
school at UC Berkeley. 

He served as a patrol officer 
and detective until 1986, was an 
administrative and _ patrol 
sergeant from 1986 to 1991 and 
was promoted to lieutenant in 
1991, supervising the depart- 
ment’s patrol division and serv- 
ing as a city staff member to the 
traffic and safety commission. 

As chief, Bone said he wants 
the department to listen to and 
get more involved with the com-

Native legacy lies beneath 
paved Bay waterfront

At the end of a lane in San 
Pablo, near the left bank of San 
Pablo Creek, an apartment build- 
ing stands on top of a small hill. 
Children play and skate in the 
parking lot, oblivious to what's 
under their house. 

To Chuck Striplen, an Ohlone, 
underneath that building is an 
“ecological library — layer upon 
layer of recorded history of my 
people’s interaction with the en- 
vironment.” 

Archaeologists know it as one 
of hundreds of Ohlone shell- 
mounds in the East Bay that have 
been leveled for development 
over the last century. 

The shellmounds, some of 


which date back to 3,000 BC, 
consist of layer upon layer of 
shells, plants and other food de- 
bris as well as tools and other ar- 
tifacts, usually near bodies of wa- 
ter, that chronicle the life of the 
Bay Area’s early inhabitants. 

Moreover, “almost all contain 
burials, sometimes hundreds and 
hundreds,” said Kent Lightfoot, 
a UC Berkeley anthropologist. 

Striplen and Lightfoot were 
among a panel of experts at the 
Richmond Library on Sunday 
discussing the East Bay’s Native 
American legacy and how to pre- 
serve it. 

The event was organized by. 
the Richmond Museum of His- 
tory and moderated by George 
Coles, a San Francisco State Uni- 
versity archaeology professor 
who has taught at Contra Costa 
College and has led digs at nu- 
merous East Bay shellmound 
sites, including Brooks Island off 
the Richmond shore.

Tilden Park 


Wildcat Canyon Road 
closed on weekdays 


Visitors to Tilden Park, or mo- 
torists trying to pass through, will 
find Wildcat Canyon Road closed 
on weekdays at Inspiration Point. 

The road, which links Tilden 
and the Berkeley hills with San 
Pablo Dam Road, is the focus of 
a $543,000 project to shore up 
some 400 feet of the roadway 
and adjacent embankment con- 
sidered unstable. 

Work, which started in late 
August and has left the road 
closed to all but emergency ve- 
hicles since Sept. 2, is being done 
now to ensure the road is safe 
before the arrival of winter rains 
that could undermine its condi- 
tion further. The project consists 
of installing 132 “soldier piles,” 
each 24 inches in diameter, to 
buttress the slide and stabilize 
the road, and installing “geogrid” 
in the embankment area below 
the road to stabilize the slope. 
Work also includes reconstruct- 
ing the adjacent roadway and in- 
stalling drainage facilities, 

Work is expected to take un- 
til mid-October, according to the 
Contra Costa County Department 
of Public Works.

note-bound, they often brought 
their children, and that is how 
Sing Thing started, with six 
children, she says. 

Morey has an elementary 
teaching credential, plus a spe- 
cial life credential in American 
folklore. 

“I sang traditional music 
since the age of 3. My folks 
were into traditional music. In 
fact, I sat on Pete Seeger’s lap 
and sang with him when I was 


Her mom was a professional 
hula dancer in the '30s. “I was 
a red-diaper baby and was 
raised on folk music.” 

Born in Alameda, she lived 
in a lot of different places, 
went to high school on the 
peninsula and to college at San 
Francisco State, 

Morey spent some time in 
the South, particularly in 
Austin, Texas. She started col- 
lecting traditional music while 
in the British Isles. But mostly 
she has been a performer, start- 
ing as a balladeer and folk 
singer. She has also done folk 
dancing and has done “stage, 
education and ethnic perfor- 
mances,” She also teaches the 
guitar and is a specialist in the 
traditional music of Christmas. 

Morey sadly notes that she 
has seen her groups change 
from mostly public-school fam- 
ilies to more and more private 
and home-schooled; from 
mixed race groups to almost 
totally white and from all eco- 
nomic groups to mostly upper 
middle class. 

She would like to go back to 
the original mixed groups, but 
since there is a fee involved,

time! Don’t wait until the last minute! That may 


S pecial offer! Extras are available only for a limited 


sound like a typical radio or television advertisement, 
filled with hollow promises to make customers try a prod- 


uct. But it is not. 


Instead, the words mean exactly what they say, and 


those words are coming from the Contra Costa County De- 


partment of Elections and the Alameda County Registrar 
of Voters. A crucial deadline is fast approaching, and 
prospective voters are encouraged to act quickly. 


Every election year, the same old pitch is made for non- 


registered voters to register before the deadline, which is 
15 days before Election Day. Since voting will take place 


Tuesday, Nov. 5, that makes Monday, Oct. 21, the last day 


to register. 


Residents who miss that date will be unable to cast a 
ballot for any of the major offices in the state, unable to 
help decide any of the measures and unable to vote for 
who will run the county and the cities within it. 

But there is another deadline date that no one hears 


much about, a date that is almost more important than the 
final day to register. The date is Monday, Oct. 7, and it even 


has a name around the Elections Office — “E minus 29.” 
By registering to vote by Oct. 21, voters receive ac- 


knowledgment of their registration, their polling place lo- 


cation and little more. They may only see sample ballots 


when they show up to vote. 


However, residents who register by or before Oct. 7 — 
29 days or more before Election Day — will receive the 
materials that can help them make an informed decision: 


ballot pamphlets and a voter information guide, complete 


with arguments pro and con. That deadline is Oct. 7, but 
now is the time to take care of registration. 


And it is not as if this is a difficult process. Voter regis- 


tration cards are available at the post office, the Depart- 


ment of Motor Vehicles, the library, the city clerk’s offices 


in all city halls and, of course, the Contra Costa County 


Elections Office at 524 Main St. in downtown Martinez or 
the Alameda County Courthouse at 1225 Fallon St., Room 


G-1, Oakland. Fill in the card and send it in — it’s that 


simple. 


For people who live on the Internet and who can’t pull 
themselves away from the computer, it is even easier — 


register online. Just go to 


www.ss.ca.gov/elections/votereg1.html and everything is 


explained. The state does not have complete online regis- 


tration, so after all the information is filled in and sent, a 
confirmation card is sent out that must be signed and re- 


turned.

BART doesn’t care 


BART released its new schedule re- 
cently, and Richmond-line riders got left 
in the lurch. 

There are no more timed transfer 
points to San Francisco. After waiting for 
years for what would appear to be a no- 
brainer — timed transfers to San Fran- 
cisco on the Richmond-Fremont line — 
they have been removed. 

BART is telling riders: Don’t even 
bother transferring (except for night 
travel), since it won't help you at all. Ron 
Rodriguez, a BART spokesman, said that 
BART’s rule of thumb has always been, 
jump on the first train and transfer at 
MacArthur station. He also said that now 
BART’s advising people going to San 
Francisco to wait for a direct train. 

What this essentially means is West 
Contra Costa residents just had their 
BART schedules to San Francisco cut in 
half. What used to be a 6- to 7-minute 
wait at commute time for service that 
would take you to San Francisco is now 
a full 15 minutes to wait for a direct train. 

How did this happen? Are we sup- 
posed to be overjoyed that soon we can 
go to the San Francisco Airport and/or 
have longer trains for half the service? 
Ask most riders who regularly commute 
to San Francisco and the great majority 
would prefer increased service. 

For those of us with children and tight 
schedules, where every minute counts, 
especially when you are paying for after- 
school or baby-sitting, those extra 15 min- 
utes are a nightmare. 

What is it about BART and West 
County? We have never been given the 
extensions we were promised years ago 
and now, more than any other line, our 
service has been severely disrupted. 

Is anyone listening out there? We need 
more service, not less, if public trans- 
portation is to encourage us to leave our 
cars behind and increase ridership! 

Please rethink these schedules imme- 
diately. Is it really that difficult to con- 
tinue to have timed transfer points? 

Call BART at 510-464-7134 to express 
your displeasure with their manipulation 
of this portion of our lives.

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Grand and Lakeshore in Oakland — a 
pair of streets made for strolling

Driving along Grand and 
Lakeshore Avenues amid the dis- 
tracting hustle and bustle of city traf- 
fic is the best way to totally miss 
what this pair of very different streets 
offers in terms of food, stores and 
services. To really see it — park and 
walk around. 

On foot, one can stop and smell 
the wood-burning stoves firing up 
at Mezzé restaurant on Lakeshore 
Avenue, or see the Asian antiques 
in the storefront window at Ben- 
jamin Moore Decorator Paints on 
Grand Ave. 

It's also easier to spot the nu- 


merous examples of 1920s-art deco 
and 1930s-streamline modern ar- 
chitecture that grace buildings on 
both avenues. Find them by look- 
ing either straight up or across the 
street at roof lines adorned with 
things like clusters of cherubs or 
stark geometric lines. 


A tale of two avenues 


Although Grand Avenue's girth 
hardly resembles Lakeshore Av- 
enue’s narrower, tree-lined “Main 
Street” look, their close proximity 
to the Grand Lake Theater — the 
landmark entrance to this business 
district — can be confusing.

Retail business thrives around the Gran

A prominent landmark, the 
Grand Lake Theatre, with its tow- 
ering presence by day and its night- 
time beacon of neon, dominates 
the landscape of west Grand Av- 
enue. But movies aren't the only 
thing to see on Grand Avenue. 

For starters there is prime peo- 
ple-watching from the outdoor seats 
at The Coffee Mill & Bakery, which 
touts itself as “Oakland's oldest cof- 
fee house.” Or, try night life at The 
Alley piano bar, featuring house pi- 
anist Rod Dibble, who has tickled 
these ivories for more than 40 years. 
The Alley, opened in 1933, is one 
of Oakland's oldest piano bars. 

During World War II, ABC radio 
broadcast live music from The Al- 
ley overseas to the troops. To this 
day, anyone is welcome to take a 
turn at the microphone to croon hit 
tunes from the ‘20s, ‘30s, ‘40s. and 
‘50s —in the real-McCoy singing

public parking lots. Behind 
Lakeshore Avenue is a bi-level Al- 
bertson's lot on Wesley Way with 
free, two-hour parking. Wesley Way 
parallels Lakeshore Avenue for a 
block between Lake Park Avenue 
and Trestle Glen Road. Longridge 
Road and Mandana Boulevard pro- 
vide more free district parking. 

Off Grand Avenue, a public lot 
on Walker Avenue is a block east 
of the theater. Nearby residential 
streets have limited curbside park- 
ing, with some permit restrictions. 
Lake Park Avenue has five-hour me- 
ters on the curbs across from the 
theater. An adjacent commuter lot 
beneath |-580 has 5- and 10-hour 


meters that are free on weekends. 
Most curbside meters are free after

Her mind is on 
the planet, on the people, on every- 
thing. If there's a death in the fam- 
ily, if a child needs a home, if any- 
one needs anything, she jumps in 
without a word and does every- 
thing.”

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Cal professor wins Lasker Award

A UC Berkeley scientist who 
used yeast to understand and 
map mechanisms basic to cell 
function has been honored with 
the nation’s highest award for ba- 
sic medical research, 

Randy Schekman, 53, a pro- 
fessor of molecular and cell bi- 
ology, will share the Lasker 
Award for Basic Medical Re- 
search with James Rothman of 
the Sloan-Kettering Institute in 
New York City. 

The two scientists will receive 
their awards at a luncheon today 
in New York City. 

The Lasker Awards for basic 
and clinical research are touted as 
the U.S, equivalent of the Nobel 
Prizes. In fact, 65 Lasker recipi- 
ents have gone on to win Nobels. 

“I knew I had been nomi- 
nated, but I never expected to 
win,” said Schekman, who has 
taught at UC Berkeley for 26 
years. “You look at the list of past 
winners .., it’s amazing.” 

Schekman and Rothman are 
being honored for separately 
mapping out the secretion sys- 
tem in all cells that shuttles out 
hormones and enzymes and adds 
to the cell surface so it can grow 
and divide. 

The system, which uses little 
membrane bubbles to ferry mol-

UCLA, Schekman studied DNA 
replication, which led him to 
graduate work in molecular bi- 
ology at Stanford. 

It was after he was offered an 
assistant professorship at Berke- 
ley in 1976 that Schekman threw 
himself into the study of yeast. 

The genetic composition of 
yeast cells is far less complex 
than that of human cells, mak- 
ing them far easier to study and 
manipulate, 

Schekman embarked on his 
studies in hopes that uncovering 
the machinery of secretion in 
yeast cells would help science un- 
derstand the same process in hu- 
man cells, a basic assumption 
that has been affirmed in three 
decades of research. 

“The pathway is fundamen- 
tally the same,” he said. 

The El Cerrito resident said it 
is gratifying to see so many prac- 
tical uses come out of his re- 
search, and to gain national 
recognition. “But what has al- 
ways turned me on are the fun- 
damental discoveries in figuring 
out how nature works,” he said.

ALAMEDA — This island 
town known for Victorian homes 
and tree-lined streets said 
farewell to Mayor Ralph Appez- 
zato on Saturday, with small- 
town kitsch, military pomp and 
international flair. 

Appezzato, whose name will 
be on the November ballot for 
Alameda County supervisor, 
died Monday at age 67 of a self- 
inflicted gunshot. The retired 
Marine colonel was diagnosed 
five months ago with prostate 
cancer. 

Speakers and musicians at 
the memorial aboard the USS 
Hornet, now a floating museum, 
remembered Appezzato for his 
devotion to Alameda, compas- 
sion and self-effacement. He re- 
ceived military honors from the 
Marine Corps. 

Mezzo-soprano Frederica 
von Stade, an Alameda resi- 
dent and family friend, sang 
Cesar Franck’s “Panis Angeli- 
cus,” 

“I’m proud of not just what he 
did but why,” said acting Mayor 
Al DeWitt. 

“He had a vision of what 
Alameda could become.” 

Appezzato used both politi- 
cal clout and personal labor in 


= 


projects for common people — 
building a skateboard park, 
purchasing Mastick Senior 
Center and keeping the Mid- 
way Shelter for the homeless 
open. 

He was leading the city 
through negotiations with the 
Navy, hoping to get 1,000 acres 
of the former Alameda Naval 
Air Station. 

“He thought the job was sim- 
ple and straightforward: Just do 
the right thing,” said City Coun- 
cilwoman Beverly Johnson, re- 
peating one of Appezzato’s oft- 
repeated phrases. He wouldn't 
tell Johnson, now in a four-way 
mayoral race, what the right 
thing was, she said. 

“The right thing” wasn’t al- 
ways obvious or easy for 
Appezzato. When he was 
elected mayor in 1994, he was 
confronted by passionate ad- 
vocates on both sides of a 
proclamation recognizing the 
gay community. After two years 
of divisive disputes, Appezzato 
converted from a silent oppo- 
nent to a vocal supporter of the 
proclamation. Appezzato fre- 
quently said that he was mayor 
of all the city, not a narrow con- 
stituency. 

He worked at the volunteer 
position nearly full time, en- 
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Alameda remembers fallen mayor 


joying most the small-town 
events like the Fourth of July 
parade, City Hall tours for 
school children and ribbon cut- 
tings. 

“My father is kicking himself 
right now because this is the 
kind of event he loved,” said son 
David Appezzato. About 500 
people attended at the memor- 
ial. 

John Appezzato attributed 
his twin brother’s character to 
their mother, who was widowed 
with three young children. 

Lacking Social Security, she 
went to work in sweatshops, 
sewing six days a week for her 
children’s education, he said. 
She died in April. 

After the March primary, 
Appezzato told state Sen. Don 
Perata, D-Oakland, about his 
cancer, 

“He was very worried about 
the campaign, not for himself but 
for you,” Perata said. “He didn't 
want to let anyone down.” 

The mayor nearly eliminated 
public appearances, other than 
City Council meetings, after his 
July announcement that he had 
cancer. 

“He did as much as he could 
for as long as he could,” Johnson 
said.

“Currently, 20 to 35 percent of 
voters cast their votes by absen- 
tee ballot in California’s elec- 
tions,” the assemblyman said.

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munity. He said he learned a 
lot listening to residents as a staff 
member to the city’s traffic and 
safety commission and would 
like other officers to have simi- 
lar experiences.

Shellmound 
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There used to be shellmounds 
along the slough that was 
drained in the 1920s for the Rich- 
mond Harbor. Others have been 
paved over or covered with build- 
ings. Some sites have been lost 
to those who track them. Light- 
foot showed a slide of some 
freight containers along railroad 
tracks in Richmond, believed to 
be Ellis Landing, a major shell- 
mound site about 20 feet deep 
once studied by archaeologists; 
it became part of the vast Kaiser 
Permanente Shipyard complex 
during World War II and its ex- 
act location today is unclear. 

“Many of these sites have 
been destroyed,” Lightfoot said. 
Moreover, he said, “much of the 
coastal landscape has radically 
changed.” Ellis Landing was once 
an island at high water, he said. 

Yet other shellmound sites are 
being developed right now, 
prompting protests from Native 
Americans, historical preserva- 
tionists and other activists. An 
example is a mixed-use devel- 
opment of shops, apartments and 
a movie theater complex along 
Emeryville’s Shellmound Street, 
where more than 100 sets of hu- 
man remains were found. Amer- 
ican Indians consider the site sa- 
cred. 

Developers earlier this year 
offered to build a memorial to 
the Ohlone people.

struction of dozens of human 
burials,” said Striplen. 

Panelist Randy Grandin, an 
amateur archaeologist who grew 
up hunting and fishing along the 
San Francisco and San Pablo Bay 
shores, urged members of the au- 
dience, which numbered about 
50, to join the Shellmounders, a 
group of East Bay residents seek- 
ing to preserve shellmounds. 

“If this was being done to a 
Christian or Jewish cemetery, it 
would be considered a hate 
crime,” reads one of the group’s 
fliers protesting the Emeryville 
development. 

That project is only the latest 
indignity, as activists see it, to be 
visited on the Emeryville shell- 
mound, a vast, 2,700-year-old 
site. In 1877, a dance pavilion 
was built on top of the mound as 
part of an amusement park 
dubbed Shell Mound Park. It was 
leveled in the last century to 
make way for chemical plants. 
Some human remains and arti- 
facts ended up at UC Berkeley. 

The group wants to protect a 
shellmound, or what is left of it, 
under the parking lot of 
Spenger’s restaurant in Berke- 
ley. 

Striplen said the Ohlone, 
whom archeologists once be- 
lieved to have disappeared, num- 
ber about 3,000 to 4,000 today. 
That's too few to shoulder the 
challenge of preservation by 
themselves, he said, and ap- 
pealed to the audience for help. 

“Shellmounds represent our 
heritage,” Streplin said. “They

much about It, and yet it is 
crucial In linking the Oakmore 
neighborhood to Glenview 
and Montclair,” 

Indeed, in early promo- 
tional literature, Walter H. 
Leimert described it as “the 
bridge that wrought a miracle 
for Oakmore Highlands.” This 
miracle stretched beyond just 
the bridge’s immediate neigh- 
borhood, however. The bridg- 
ing of the natural barrer that 
Sausal Creek formed left the 
hills further to the south open 
to development as well. 


Sausal (a Spanish word for ‘ 


willow) Creek likely formed 
the boundry between two 
Huichin Indian tribes in the 
area, One tribe occupied the 
hills around present-day Holy 
Names College to the south. 
The other tribe preferred 
the valley that Indian Creek 
shaped. Now underground, 


this creek flows through Oak- 
land’s Trestle Glen neighbor- 
hood and into Lake Merritt. 

An ancient trail ran be- 
tween the two settlements, 
along the canyon. After the 
native peoples departed, log- 
gers in the massive redwood 
forest above the canyon 
turned this trail into a road to 
the Estuary. 

At a point just east of the 
present-day Park Boulevard 
exit off Highway 13, Palo 
Seco Creek joins Sausal

Return to January 1998, #227 
in a series of true experiences in

A friend once told me about a 
man whose house burned down 
with everything he owned in it. 
When | expressed sympathy, my 
friend assured me that the man 
was relieved by his loss. He was 
glad to be suddenly free of his- 
belongings. Shortly after the fire 
he bought a camper, lashed to 
the back a new motorcycle, and 
hit the road. 

That's all | know about the 
story. Maybe the man replaced 
some clothes and blankets, a 
few books, got a new frying pan, 
and he is still traveling.

that | will be repairing or replacing 
anyway, so when you review a pest 
report and break it down into 
smaller pieces, even if the numbers 
seem staggeringly high, it is often 
not nearly as bad as it first seems. 

Anything that you are hiring 
out, of course, needs to be in- 
spected. But as | prefer to think of 
my projects as restoring, not re- 
modeling, there have only been a 
couple of occasions where I've 
needed to have inspectors come 
through and look at my work when 
| have made additions above and 
beyond what was there originally. 
As you know, | don't move moun- 
tains; | restore. So when you are 
restoring, you eliminate a lot of the 
inspection aggravation. 

GST: Well, | do remember a 
house you bought in Berkeley's 
Thousand Oaks district and | 
know you added a full bathroom 
to that house. So how did that 
work out? 

LD: That house was a great 
find. The owner had recently 
passed away and the house was 
in a state of disarray, but it had 
been in the same family that it 
was built for in the early 1900's. 

Right away, | had a very good 
feeling about the house, and of 
course, the setting in that wonder- 
ful, quiet neighborhood. However, 
in terms of modern conveniences, 
the house was lacking a second 
bathroom. So in that case, in or- 
der to create a master suite, | was 
able to rearrange the doors a hall- 
way that was actually too long 


and served no real purpose. 

| moved a door to connect the 
original bath to the master bed- 
room. Then at the end of that 
same hallway, | used an over- 
sized entry closet to create a sec- 
ond bathroom. In terms of getting 
the permits for the new bath, the 
trick was to pull a permit for just 
exactly what | was doing which 
was plumbing. 

| pulled a plumbing permit for 
a new toilet and was able to ob- 
tain the permit over the counter at 
the City of Berkeley office; unlike 
an overall building permit needing 
design review and other require- 
ments, a plumbing permit is sim- 
ple. In this particular case, | had a 
sub-contractor who worked with 
the building inspector on the 
placement of the fixtures. 

We were a little tight for space 
but because it was a one-on-one 
conversation between the 
plumber and the plumbing in- 
spector, and because we weren't 
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adding any square footage to the 
house, the inspector was able to 
sign off on it right on the spot. 

GST. I've seen you in action, 
and | know that when you are 
looking for your next project, you 
have a really good eye for seeing 
the potential of a house. You also 
have excellent taste and a built-in 
sense of what constitutes a good 
buy in real estate. However, your 
projects still have to make good 
business sense. So when you “do 
the math” before you buy a prop- 
erty, what is your criteria? Do you 
apply a certain formula? 

LD: There is no particular for- 
mula. There's the cost of the 
house, the cost of money during 
the renovation period, and the 
cost of necessary improvements. 
Of course, the cost of improve- 
ments is a skill you learn very 
quickly as you go along!

PACIFIC OCEAN 

Captain Steve Bales of the New 
Fisherman Ill reported that salmon 
fishing i mpd this weekend as 
compared with last. On Sunday, 
scores ranged up to 24 salmon. 
Not every boat did that well, but the 
numbers were up from last week- 
end. On Monday, only a few boats 
were out and scores ranged from 
under a fish per rod to limits. A 
couple boats had eight limits each, 
with the biggest salmon being 32 
pounds. Scores improved Tuesday, 
with two boats taking home 12 lim- 
its of salmon. The bigger salmon 
ranged from 25-30 pounds. The 
rest of the boats had a salmon per 
rod to near limits. After a slowdown 
of about five weeks, Bales indicated 
that more salmon now are coming 
into the Marin County coast. Things 
were a bit slower Wednesday, 
Bales said. As of noon, most boats 
were averaging about half to one 
fish per rod, with the largest being 
about 25 pounds. 

On Saturday, captain Bill Smith 
of Riptide Sportfishing and Whale 
Watching was salmon fishing a 
couple of miles off the Pacifica 
coast. They caught two fish within 
about five minutes of arriving. Nine 
anglers finished the day with nine 
salmon ranging from 10-19 pounds, 

James Smith of the Happy 
Hooker had a good weekend fish- 
ing the Marin County coast. On Sat- 
urday they caught 25 limits of rock- 
fish, 32 ling cod and three halibut. 
On Sunday they snared 340 rock 
fish for 37 anglers and 51 ling cod. 
THE BAYS 

SUISUN: Jordona Santiago of 
Martinez Bait and Tackle noted that 
Buoys 4 and 6 still are producing 
sturgeon and stripers are being 
caught at the Glomar. Go about 20- 
25 feet down for the stripers and 
about 30 feet for the sturgeon.

WOOD: The action is still very 
good trolling small trout lures at the 
mouth of Peninsula Cove, as nu- 
merous limits have been coming in.

Bass are 
being caught from the south end on 
worms, Catfish from the handicap 
dock on chicken livers and perch 
on everything from the L dock. Trout 
is being caught early in the morn- 
ing, mostly from the boats in the 
east cove. Rainbow trout plants will 
begin the second week of October. 
An 11.8-pound largemouth bass 
was caught off the aluminum rail 
dock near the visitors center. 

LAKE CAMANCHE, BURSON: 
There's limits of trout to be had for 
overnighters at the dam. Bait anglers 
should anchor near the buoy line or 
just to the south of the spillway. Use 
Powerbait from 42-55 feet during the 
day and as shallow as 25 feet at night 
for Rainbows. The best bet for trollers 
is to work from 10 a.m.-3 p.m. near 
the dam buoy line and spillway at 
depths of 45-58 feet. Use an R-Lure or 
No. 2 or 3 Needlefish in white or char- 
treuse. Upriver action should pick up 
this week since releases from Pardee 
are scheduled. If you wish to enjoy the 
canyon, use marshmallows or salmon 
eggs just off the bottom for best 
chances. Work from the bridge up- 
ward/eastward to Arkansas bend; late 
afternoon is the best time since the 
entire section of river is in the shade.

Gyllenhaal exceptional in ‘Secretary’

Seeing an advance screening 
of the romantic sadomasochism 
movie “Secretary” in the com- 
pany of dozens of dog-collar- 
wearing members of San Fran- 
cisco’s Society of Janus, as I did 
earlier this month, is somewhat 
akin to what it might be like to 
have Drew Barrymore accom- 
pany you to get a tattoo, 

With Drew’s gleeful encour- 
agement, you could be enticed 
into acquiring multiple pieces of 
body art: a Chinese character, a 
butterfly and maybe someone’s 
name on your posterior. With the 
Society of Janus around, you're 
likely to leave “Secretary” won- 
dering why you ever objected to 
a good spanking. 

You might ask, just what is the 
Society of Janus? I certainly did. 
Or rather, I asked myself why the 
usual advance screening crowd 
(aggressive middle-aged women, 
crowds of frat boys, children 
woefully past their bedtime ac- 
companied by irresponsible par- 
ents) had been mysteriously re- 
placed by a group of individuals 
clad in leather, stilettos and var- 
ious other binding items of cloth- 
ing. According to their Web site: 
“The Society of Janus is a non- 
profit, San Francisco-based ed- 
ucation/ support organization de- 
voted to the art of safe, 
consensual and non exploitative 
power exchange.” 

Director Steven Shainberg’s 
“Secretary” is a movie about a 
young woman (Maggie Gyllen- 
haal) who exchanges some 
power with her boss (James 
Spader) in unusual ways. To sum 
up, he spanks her for making 
spelling mistakes, she likes it and 
mails him an earthworm, hoping 
for another spanking. Having 
heard about the film’s premise, 
Janus members requested a spe- 
cial screening from the film’s dis- 
tributor. Lions Gate couldn’t have 
asked for a more receptive 
crowd; they even giggled know- 
ingly when a mousetrap ap- 
peared, while the few non-Janus 
types in the audience exchanged 
baffled looks. 

The unexpected thing about 
“Secretary,” an adaptation of a 
Mary Gaitskill story, is that its 
eroticism is likely to extend a 
leather-lad glove and tap any 
number of sexual nerds on the 
shoulder, sending shivers of un- 
expected and embarrassing 
arousal down their ramrod 
straight spines. 

Others will just be grossed out 
and stomp off to the exit. That's 
fine: This is hard stuff to digest. 
Even before we get to the spank- 
ing, we have to watch Lee Hol- 
loway, Gyllenhaal’s character, in- 
dulge in a sick and sad habit 
she’s had since seventh grade: 
cutting herself. Technically she 
should be “over” this, since she 
just spent six months in a men- 
tal institution, but this is a young 
woman who craves an outer blos- 
som for her inner pain. 

The secretarial position with 
E. Edward Grey (Spader), attor- 
ney-at-law, is Lee’s first job. In- 
dications are Mr. Grey has had a 
good deal of turnover in the po- 
sition; in front of his office is a 
permanent sign that says “Sec- 
retary Wanted,” bordered with 
light bulbs, like a no vacancy 
sign. On her way in, looking like 
Little Red Riding Hood, only in 
a blue rain poncho, Lee encoun- 
ters the last secretary, sobbing as 
she departs. 

Spader plays Grey as a sort of 
classic Christopher Walken char-

acter, keeping his face immobile 
and employing a lot of pained si- 
lences. But there is something 
hypnotically attractive about him; 
when he whispers “less sugar in 
the coffee” to Lee, it is both an 
admonition and a come-on. Cap- 
tivated both by the man and the 
opportunity to do something with 
herself, she tries her best to 
please him. The camera catches 
her at home in the bathtub, prac- 
ticing saying the outgoing mes- 
sage for the law office’s answer- 
ing machine with a minxlike 
smile of pleasure on her face. 
The main reason “Secretary” 


is so absorbing is Gyllenhaal. 
(She’s going places and so is her 
brother Jake — whose latest 
movie, “Moonlight Mile,” also 
opens today — so we all need a 
primer.) As Grey’s instructions 
at work become increasingly 
perverse, Lee’s face reflects puz- 
zlement and sly interest in equal 
measure. She recognizes Grey's 
interest in inflicting pain and be- 
gins to contemplate what this can 
do for her. By the time he catches 
her cutting herself and gives her 
a carefully modulated lecture on 
the topic, she’s rapt, ready for 
anything. 

The spanking he administers 
shortly thereafter astonishes her, 
but she’s not appalled. And we're 
less appalled than we might have 
thought, partly because Shain- 
berg lulls us with the office’s styl- 
ized, surreal kitsch; we never 
worry that this is a real place of 
business. It’s a crutch. If he could 
keep us from being appalled in 
a realistic setting, “Secretary” 
would be a more honest film. 

You could argue that being 
hurt by someone else, rather than 
hurting yourself, hardly seems 
preferable. Medical profession- 
als can address that issue. But on 
a purely emotional level, “Secre- 
tary” makes a strong case that 
Lee, with her need for pain, and 


Grey with his need to give pain, 
are made for each,other. Watch 
Lee, being made love to by her 
fluttery, eager young boyfriend, 
Peter (Jeremy Davies, flawlessly 
channeling nervous energy): “I 
didn’t hurt you, did I?” he says, 
when the act whiffles to an end. 
Her “No” is so wistful, we know 
this girl just can’t go straight. 


Besides creating a palpable 
erotic pull between these char- 
acters, Shainberg’s film pulls off 
the feat of getting even a natu- 
rally judgmental viewer to ex- 
amine these special interests with 
a nonjudgmental eye and crave 
a nontraditional resolution. He 
had a hard time getting this film 
made for that very reason. In 
pitch meetings in Los Angeles, 
potential producers wanted Lee 
to “get over” her “problem,” but 
he clung steadfast to his notion 
that this was a love story be- 
tween two people who need each 
other for both unorthodox and 
orthodox reasons. More power 
to him: “Secretary” is weird, but 
it works.

The Bridegroom and 
Leonardo kill each other, leav- 
ing the Mother alone in her 
empty house. 

“Blood Wedding” marked a 
new departure in the modern 
poetic theater. It was followed 
by Garcia Lorca’s great 
tragedies, “Yerma” (1935) and 
“La casa de Bernarda Alba” 
(1936). 

Garcia Lorca was assassi- 
nated in August 1936 by 
Franco’s Nationalists during 
the Spanish Civil War.

Beavers, who grew up in 
rural West Virginia, has already 
established himself as a serious 
composer. He studied at West 
Virginia University and the 
University of Michigan, where 
his teachers included composer 
William Bolcom. In the last few 
years, he’s received commis- 
sions from the Tanglewood 
Music Festival, Detroit Civic 
Orchestra and the Santa Bar- 
bara Symphony. His next work 
will be a violin concerto, which 
will receive its premiere next 
season by the St. Louis Sym- 
phony. 

The composer says he sub- 
mitted several scores for 
Jekowsky’s consideration.

Beavers will write three 
works for the symphony over 
the next three years. He'll 
come to Walnut Creek in Feb- 
ruary for a reading of the first 
work, which will have its pre- 
miere in May. The composer 
says he has no idea what form 
the new work will take, al- 
though he’s already mulling 
over some ideas. 

“At some point I'd like to

make a response to the cultural 
climate,” he says. “I’m a peace 
advocate, and I want to address 
all the saber-rattling we're 
hearing these days. Then again, 
that might be something I steer 
clear of and just talk about 
with people. It’s really still up 
in the air.” 

He’s sure about one thing — 
he’s looking forward to three 
years of work with Jekowsky 
and the orchestra. “I'm always 
looking for opportunities to 
write for great musicians, and I 
like the idea of building a rap- 
port,” says Beavers. “With most 
orchestras, you see them one 
time and then you're gone, In 
this program, you really get to 
know the musicians, and that 
opens up lines of communica- 
tion. I think that’s so impor- 
tant.”

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Wilcox, who did some an- 
choring as well on KCBS, says, 
“Besides, I can get behind a 
mike and still talk to a million 
people.” 

(KCBS’ “cume” — the total 
number of listeners reached 
each week — is most often the 
highest of any Bay Area radio 
station.) 

When Wilcox arrived in the 
Bay Area fresh out of the Uni- 
versity of Arizona, he went to 
work at now-defunct Oakland 
radio station KDIA, After six 
years there, he moved over to 
S.F and KCBS: “Bob Melrose 
and I are the last of the original 
group who started the all-news 
format at the studios in the 
Sheraton Palace.” 

A few years later, KCBS 
moved to Embarcadero One, 
thence to its current studios in 
“Gray Rock,” the KPIX build- 
ing, three years ago. 

There was a disconnect be- 
tween the East Bay-based 
Wilcox and the rest of the sta- 
tion staff. For example, when I 
ask Wilcox about legendary, 


avuncular long-time KCBS gen- 
eral manager Ray Barnett, he 
said, “About the only time I saw 
Ray was at the annual staff 
Christmas party. I was always 
over on this side of the Bay.” 

Self-starter Wilcox, 55, ad- 
mits he was a bit of a “lone 
wolf,” but adds, “KCBS and I 
were a good fit.” 

Wilcox was based in the sta- 
tion’s downtown Oakland bu- 
reau in the Alameda County 
administration building, and 
was among the first reporters 
to arrive on the scene after the 
Cypress Structure collapsed. “I 
still remember how eerie it 
was, with all those floodlights. 
And how quiet it was except 
for the generators.” 

The Bay Area’s increasing 
traffic, says Wilcox, was what 
finally drove (no pun intended) 
him and his hospital-adminis- 
trator wife away — especially 
with her 90-minute commute 
each way from Hayward to a 
hospital job on the Peninsula. 

Which leads into my asking 
Wilcox for any East Bay predic- 


tions he might have: 


“Unless various jurisdictions 
and politicians start working 
more closely on comprehensive 
solutions, the East Bay’s high- 
ways are going to get even 
more clogged.” 

So, what’s Wilcox going to 
do in his immediate future 
without all those fires, acci- 
dents, and city council meet- 
ings to cover? 


“There’s a big bioterrorism 
drill coming up in a few weeks 
in Tucson,” he says evenly, 
smiling, “I’m going to cover it 
for KCBS.” 

At the end of our lunch, I 
ask Wilcox for a personal eval- 
uation of his 27 years of cover- 
ing this side of the Bay for 
KCBS. He paused, considered 
his words, then summed it up 
by using an old — and apt — 
radio phrase: 


“I laid down a good track.”

All kinds of motorhomes, from 
lower-cost gasoline-powered units 
up to elaborate diesel-pusher bus- 
type models, can be built on a 
chassis specifically tailored to that 
type of coach. This not only pro- 
vides the buyer with more selection, 
it means each coach should be 
well-matched to its underpinnings. 

Workhorse Custom Chassis took 
over the General Motors mo- 
torhome chassis business several 
years ago and has continued mak- 
ing a name for itself in the gasoline- 
powered motorhome market. Per- 
haps naturally enough, Workhorse 
has entered the fast growing diesel- 
pusher motorhome business with 
the introduction of its all-new R Se- 
ries chassis. 

Workhorse did its homework 
and partnered with Cummins/Onan 
and ArvinMeritor to assemble a top- 
notch array of components. 

The system, which Workhorse 
Calls its fully integrated SmartChas- 
sis, strives to take advantage of all 
the separate component strengths 
and combine them into a no-com- 
promise chassis that gives the 
coach builders an ideal platform to 
start with. 

It also gives the end-user a 
coach based on a chassis with top-

notch ride, handling and perfor- 
mance. 

The new R-series chassis is 
available in 28,000- and 31,000- 
pound gross vehicle weight rating 
models, which are rated at 31 ,000- 
and 43,000-pounds gross combi- 
nation weight rating, respectively. 

Three different Cummins six- 
cylinder diesel engines and both 
solid-axle and independent-sus- 
pensions are among the available 
options. 

In addition, the new Onan 
Coach Command is an all-new, fully 
integrated coach management sys- 
tem that moves motorhome elec- 
tronic controls well into the next 
generation of sophistication. 

Engine options include the Cum- 
mins ISC base-model 330 hp/950 
pound-foot unit and the upgrade 
350 horsepower/1,050 pound-foot 
unit. 

The engine in our test coach 
was the top-end Cummins ISL rated 
at 400 hp at 2,000 rpm and 1,200 
pound-foot at 1,300 rpm. 

All engines are mated to an Al- 
lison 3000MH six-speed automatic, 
a tried-and-proven model with a ter- 
rific reputation. 

Engineers can opt for side or 
rear radiator placement, a feature 


which further expands coach de- 
sign possibilities. ArvinMeritor was 
the source for the new chassis’ 
suspension systems. 

The traditional solid axle with 
airbag suspension rear unit has re- 
ceived some tweaks and changes 
that improve vehicle stability and 
performance. All axle-to-suspension 
mounting points are polyurethane 
or rubber, depending on the appli- 
cation, for vibration isolation and 
flexibility, 

A side benefit of the rear sus- 
pension design is allowance for 
closer engine and transmission 
placement, and movement of the 
powertrain lower in the chassis. This 
makes for a more compact pack- 
age from the rear axle to the back 
of the coach, as well as providing 
greater floor plan flexibility in the 
engine area. 

The base model is a solid-axle 
unit with dual airbag suspension, 
twin leading arms and a transverse 
track bar. Applications that call for 
Independent Front Suspension can 
use the RideStar IFS which employs 
dual airbags, independent unequal- 
length upper and lower A-arms and 
a double-idler steering linkage to 
eliminate bump steer.

It sounds like you might have 

accidentally overworked the 
lighter circuit, which isn't difficult to 
do with a current-hungry inflator 
pump. 

Start by checking the Caravan's 
rear cigarette lighter for proper op- 
eration. 

If it's OK, we know fuse No. 8 
and the lighter-accessory relay (both 
located in the under-hood power 
distribution center) are OK, as both 
lighters share these components 

If not, and you’re sure you've 
checked the correct fuse, renewing 
the relay may be a cost-effective 
gamble. 

If the rear lighter functions OK 
this leaves the front lighter socket 
or its wiring connector as the most 
likely cause of the problem. 

Check the front socket for a 
burned or fatigued contact (at the 
center-bottom of the socket — com- 
pare it with the rear one as neces- 
sary). 

If it looks good, take a look at

the worst that occurred in the inci- 
dent. 

Following this sobering experi- 
ence, my neighbors counted their 
blessings. It could have been worse, 
they acknowledged. 

Indeed, their Tahoe had performed 
admirably in the accident, noted my 
neighbor — an engineer for an auto- 
motive supplier — as he gave me a 
tour of the damage. 

From the vantage point of my dri- 
veway, | saw no evidence of an acci- 
dent, except for the twisted metal that 
was formerly a bike rack on the back. 
On the passenger side, the damage 
was more evident. 

Still, it was a stellar example of 
how vehicle’s crush zones work, de- 
signed to absorb the energy from a 
crash, so the occupants don’t. The 
rear bumper folded in, precisely 
where it was designed to. 

The doors remained closed as 
they were supposed to. The seats 


like 


traveled forward, as they were engi- 
neered to do. The cabin was virtually 
intact. 

Remarkably, my neighbor drove 
the vehicle home from the accident 
site. 

Sheer physics were also on their 
side. We hesitated to imagine what 
might have occurred if they had been 
driving a small car when the truck 
plowed into them. 

Undoubtedly, we figured, a smaller 
vehicle would have been more sub- 
stantially damaged — and the injuries 
might have been more serious, 

The accident did point out some- 
thing few drivers of sport utilities — 
or station wagons and minivans, for 
that matter — ever consider. Indeed, 
these utility vehicles have lots of cargo 
capacity behind the seats. It’s one of 
the appeals. 

People can load tall, large items 
or lots of small items to the ceiling. 
In fact, people — and I'm guilty — of- 
ten fill the cargo-holds dangerously 
full, depriving the driver of a clear view 
behind the vehicle. 

Even more dangerous, however, 
is the fact that — unlike a car, with an

unlike a car, with an enclosed trunk — the space 
is open behind the seats of wagons, sport utilities 
and vans. That means anything stored behind 
those seats can become a projectile in an 


accident.

That means anything stored be- 
hind those seats can become a pro- 
jectile in an accident, like the bicycle 
did in this case. 

As | walked away from my neigh- 
bors’ damaged vehicle, | shuddered 
to think of all the times | had carried 
large items in sport utilities that | was 
test-driving. 

| once loaded a day bed, with 
sharp edges and pointy springs, into 
the back of a Lincoln Navigator, and 
hauled it for over an hour on the drive 
to my cottage in Canada. 


And there was the metal baker's 


rack I'd carried in the rear of a Ford 
Expedition. And how about the metal 
awn chairs | loaded into the back of 
the Chevrolet TrailBlazer EXT? 

I'm sure my neighbors learned a 
lesson from their accident. So did I. 

I'll be more mindful the next time

I'll take more care in putting the 
arge, metal or sharp-edged items on 
the bottom and place softer items, 
ike sleeping bags and duffel bags, 
on top. | might consider a cargo net 
or something else to separate the 
cargo bay from the passenger space.
